Ii you will not be at the Charge to have an Iron 
Stove or Furnace for your Viſfica, you may put the 
ſame in Brick-work. 

Dizrettions for Luting. 

The beſt and ſtrongeſt Lute for your Viſa is thus 
made, Takea ball of Whiting, ſcrape of it with a 
knife, take of this Pouder one ſpoonful and a halt, of 
Wheat or Rye flower one ſpoonful, make a foir paſt 
of it with brine or water and a lirtle Salt; put of rhis 
with your Finger no more then will cloſe or cover tne 
JunCEtures of the Head and V ilca the leſs the better, 
and if you ſee that in diſtilling, any fumes pterce thro? 
put on ſome of the tute. 

For Luting a Glaſs head to a Body or Cucurbite, 
take a Bladder, and cur it i {lips about the breadrh 
of two Fingers, pur them in tair water to ſoak a little ; 
then put rhem upon the JunCtures of the Head and 
Body. Or if you heve no Bladder, then cut ſome 
[lips of Paper, and ſpread ſome ofthe palte upon them 
with a'Knite, and fo apply them. 

To Lute and mend the cracks in Glaſles ; take of 
Bole Armenick, W hitclead, and Redlead of each e- 
qua] parts, grind them with Linfeed oylas Painters 
do their Colours; apply this witha Penkhil, ox ſpread 
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ron {lips of Linnen, lay it over the craks, *twill be fo 
ſtrong as to hold any kind of liquor. The fame you may 
do with quick Lime and Linfeed oyl ground together. 

Nete, "hat if you have an Iron Furnace or Stove for 
your Veſica or Limbeck,the lower part of it ſhould be 
lin'4 with a Lute (made of Clay and Sand, or pouder 
of Tiles) from the Grate upwards to the bottom of 
the V:i:-2, and this will preſerve and keep your Furs 
nace fro: rning. The Lute way be alſo made of 
quick Lime, S1nd and fair Water. 

And becauſe tnere are ſome diltil}ations that are to 
be made in a common Still, there being a great incon- 
veniency in the Heads of thoſe; I thought irt-good to 
give the deſcription of a Head, by which you may 
draw a great deal mor? liquor at the ſame time, and 
with. the fame fire than with the common Head. For 
the liquor or water which is diftil'd in the common 
Still rifes (being forc'd by the heat of the hire) into the 
piramidical head in a vapour, where inſtead of Con- 
dencing and reſolving into liquor, running down in- 
to the Current, finding, rhe head very hot below 1s 
ford up again, anJ firding no vent upwards does bur 
Circu/ate and watte ; that is the Reaſon why 1o little 
water is drawn from the Materials 1n fo long a time 
in the common Stills.
